mous Sermons on Fan. 30, he thought 
he had the fame Liberty of »exprefs- 
ing his Sentiments; proceeds thus: 

ZI think it is generally agreed, that 
a Foundation. of thofe, Calamities 

which broke out in 1641, was laid in 
the Reign of K, Fames I. who was 
ftrongly tinétur’d with Notions of ar- 
bitrary Power, which put him upon 
endeavouring to make’ himfelf as/o- 
fate, and firetch the Prerogative above 
Law:: .He had alfo mithed danger- 
ous Foible, of being govern'd by his 
Minifters and Favourites, againft the 
general Senfe of his People. He was 
abfolutely manag’d by the Earl of $e. 
merjet in the former Part of hisReign, 
and Villars,, Duke, of Buckingham, 
kept. him, in, Leading-ftrings all the , 
reft of his Life. . T h.09 

This upfert, ignorant and domineer- 
ing Minifer being raifed almoft at 
once froma private Station, by the 
Manageinent of a Court Faétion, con- 
triv’d a. moft.execrable Scheme of di- 
viding the Nation into two great Par- . 
ties; and. having put himielf at the 
Head.of one of thofe Parties, and ad- 
vane'd Laud to the Mitre, he began to 
lordit over his Mafer as well as: the 
People.

the fame Connci/, fo he purfued the 
fame MPajzres ; by which Means he 
loft by Degrees the Affections of ‘his 
People: And the Parliament refum’d 
their former Spirit, and purfued the 
Minifter with Remonftrances and Ar- 
ticles of Impeachment, ‘as follows : 

© That his exce/ice Power was the 
¢ chief Canfe of all thé Evils and 
‘ Michie in the Kingdom! 

* That he has ingrofs’d a great 
«"Nomber of Offices, by ‘ill Means, 
«‘and procur’d ‘Titles and Places for 
‘his Kindred and Allies, without 
« their having done the State any 
* Service. 

* That he has negle€ted to guard 
* the Seas, and proteét the Merchants ; 
‘‘to which the Decay of ‘Trade at 
* Home, and the Contempt of the 
« Nation Abroad are chiefly owing. 

© That he has been guilty of o- 
“‘torious Corruption, wm felling Offices 
‘ and Honours, andembezzling the 
«King’s Treafure, 9c." 

The Commons continued their 
Oppofition againft the Duke for fe- 
veral Years; but the King was re- 
{d}v'd ‘to protec his Minifter at any 
Rate, being made to believe, that 
the Violence of the Commons againf 
Backingham, eas fecretly intended a- 
geinft himfelf, and that bis Crown 
depended on fupporting the Duke. 

*In’ the Midit of thefe Things, a 
bold Affaffin on a fudden ftabbed him 
to ‘the Heart in a numerous Affem- 
bly: The King vifibly lamented his 
Death, and continued all his Créa- 
teres in their Places. 

_ Some Years after, Sir Thomay Went- 
evorth (who wasmade Earl of Straf- 
ford) was gain’d over to the Court 


Party, and from a zealous Contender 
for Liderty turn’d one of the moft 
formidable Inftruments of arbitrary 
Power. As he had much greatér Ca- 
pacities than Buckingham, fo he im- 
prov'd upon his Schemes, and ripen'd 
A them into a bloody Civil War be- 
tween the King and his People. But 
he fell: a. Sacrifice by a Bill of At 
tainder, tho’ the King comply’d. too 
late, when the Jealoufies of the Peo- 
ple were fo inflam’d, that all Frof 
and Confidence in his Majefly were 
B deftroy’d. Whether thofe Jealoufies 
were ‘juftly founded or not, I fhall

However this be, 
polite Places will be moft vifited by 
Foreigners; and nothing gives a 
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greater Idea of Politenefs, than. the 

Grandeur of their publick Buildings, 

efpecially fuch as preferve the Me- 

mory of great and heroic Atchieve- 
ments, 

No Arguments can be brought for 

A thefe Defigns in general, but what 

hold ftrongly in the Cafe now. before 

us..

Upon this, as many as 
could efcape, abandon’d their Coun- 
tty; and thofe that remain‘d, either 

{uffer'd:the moft mercilefs Treatment, 

or betook themfelves to two defence- 

lefs Places, where mere Deipair 

prompted them to undergo the great- 

eft Calamities, The brave Defenders 
D of Londonderry held it out, to fuch 
Extremities, as perhaps are not to be 
parallel'd, except in the Siege of Fe- 
rufalem, or the more late one of J/- 
paban. : 

This was our deplorable State 
when King Wiiliam firft fent us Re- 
lief; which not proving fufficient, 
he came over the next YearinPerfon. 
In afew Weeks after his Arrival was 
fought the ever-memorable Battle of 
the Boyne; an Ation in all its Cir- 
cumftances, one of the. bravelt. and 
moft daring that we read of in Hifto- 

. This great Event proved.a Day 
of general Goal-Delivery to one Half 
of the Kingdom; and our Deliver- 
ance was, notwithftanding all. the 
Oppofition given to it by the moft 
powerful Monarch then in Europe, 
no lefs glorioufly than happily com- 
pleated in the Courfe of another. Cam- 
paign. Can any one amonge us then. 
be fo bafe to grudge a fal Expy Ce, 
in order to exprefs our grateful, Sen- 

diiis  timents 
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timents of fo wonderful a Delive- 
rance, and of the many Bleffings we 
enjoy in Consequence of it? 

‘There is bat one Obje&tion more 
that can be made to this Propo/a/, viz. 
that fuch Memorials tend to perpe- 
tuate Party: Difputes amongft a Peo- 
ble too much divided already. But 
this, inftead of being aty Objeétion 
againft it, is one of the ftrongeft Ar- 

uments, notonly for the Thing it- 
felf, but for doing it in the moft 
grand and auguft Mantier: For, in 
an Affair of this Kind, the only Pars 
ties that can be, are the Friends, or 
the Enemies of our prefent happy 
Conftitution; and if any of the lat- 
ter have hitherto artfully conceal’d 
themfelves, this will be an Opportu- 
nity of making them known ; and it 
would be of Ufe that their Country 
fhould know them. 

He concludes with mentioning one 
Difficulty: It is propos’d that the 
Statue of King Wi/liam, or fome 
other Trophy, be ereéted, on one of 
the Banks of the Boyne, and on the 
very Spot where the firft Attack was 
made; which isa Defign perfeétly in 
Taile: But as the vanquifh’d Ene- 
mies continue ftill to be a numerous 
Body amongft us, any fuch Trophy 
will run a very great Rifque of being 
cefac’d, if not deftroy’d, while it 
ftands in an open Country : And to 
place a Guard upon a Monument of 
this Sort, would feem a very great 
Impropriety and Indecorum.

S' R William Cecil, Lord Bur- 
leigh, has been generally efteem’d 
the greateft Statefman and beit Mi- 
nifter, that ever an Enzlifb Monarch 
was ferv'd by: But if the Craft/man’s 
Maxims are regarded, giz. That the 
Murmurs of difcontented Men are a 


fare Sign of Malverja‘ion; and, that 


the Iteration of Complaints are a 
Proof of the Truth of them; we muk 
alter our Opinion concerning him. 

He ferv’d two of our Monarchs in 
the fame Station; but a great Part of 
his Fellow Subje&ts were diffatisfied 
with the Meafures of their Princes 
and the Advice of the Minifter; and 
the whole Odium, as ’tis but natural, 
fell upon Ceci/. Particular Clamours 
were vented againft him, which 
blended with fome bold Affertions of 
a general and unexaminable Nature, 
made up the Grofs of the State Li- 
bels of that Age, as they do of the 
prefent. 

Towards the Clofe of Edward 
VIth’s Reign, the Duke of Northum- 
berland found Means to fend him to 
the Yower; and tho’ his Innocence 
was fufficiently juftified, yet the 
Memory of his Imprifonment was 
continually reviv'’d by every Calum- 
niator of his following Adminiftra- 
tion: One in a Libel againft him, 
charg’d him, as a Crime, shat be 
bad 
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had play'd at Nine-pins with bim in 
the Tower. 

Tho’ he was defcended from a 
very good Family, yet, when his 
Preferments came, he was call’d a 
new Man, an upfart Politician; and 
was derided, for that he, who came 
from a Country Stock, fhould pre- 
tend to manage Court Projects: And 
above all, his Expences and Manner 
of living were continually thrown in 
his Teeth. 

A principal Obje€tion to him was 
his pacifick Difpolition; it being his 
Mixim, That one Year's Peace was 
more alvantageous to the Nation, than 
10 Nars of the me? fuccefsful War. 
Complaints of Depredations from the 
Spaniaras were induttrioudly propa- 
gated; he was called Hi/paniolized 
State/man, and "twas infinuated he 
was corrupted with Spanifo Gold. 
But this mov'd him not; he was of 
Opinion, that the Merchants were 
made fur the Nation, mot the Nation 

or the Merchants. 

He ferv'd Q. Elizabeth 40 Years, 
and his Counfels made her the happi- 
eft Monarch in Exvrope. She, in Re- 
turn, proteéted him from the Malice 
her Service drew upon him; and con- 
firm'd the Truth of that Obfervation, 
That Princes, who would be well fero- 
ed, mufi, when they have found good 
Servants, reward them with a conflant 
ProteBion.

MONG a Free-People, the

* far fhort of what others fuffer'’d at 
* their Hands.’ 

From hence Fog takes Occafion to 
fay fomething of this Princefs’s Cha- 
raéter.
